We have, therefore, great hopes 
that, if not in the present session, at least in the next, 
Mr. Roebuck will turn his attention to the corrupt 
election practices, as revealed before the committees. 
We care not on which side such practices may prevail, 
although, as we have shuwn, up to the present time, it 
is not to the Conservatives that such charges can be laid. 
But, in connexion with either party, this bribery and 
corruption is an intolerable disgrace to our Parliamen- 
tary system, We think, with Mr. Rocbuck, it is folly 
to suppose that candidates at clections can be totally 
ignorant of the costly efforts exercised in their behalf. 
The stream of bribery and corruption does not flow but 
from a well-supplied fountain-head, and the member of 
Parliament who will courageously trace the evil to its 
source will merit and obtain the approbation of his 
country.— Bath Chronicle, 


THE REVIVAL MOVEMENT IN BELFAST. 
The meetings last evening in the different Protestau ¢ 
churches were well attended, and several were led to 
seek mercy, and of these some professel to have re- 
ceived pardon. Open-air services were conducted in 
different parts of the town, both by the local minis- 
ters, by ministers who are at present on a visit in 
Belfast, and by laymen of the town, and others from 
different parts ot the Three Kingdoms. The revival 
movement continues to spread in Belfast, and 
the effects produced uppeared to be lasting. Those 
that professed to have been converted during the 
early part of the movement are, to all appearance, 
continuing steadfast, and leading a consistent life in 
full accordance with their profession. The ministers 
of the different churches have taken steps towards 
aiding the young converts in their course. In the 
Presbyterian churches, classes for those brought 
to experience conversion have been formed, and in 
the Methodist churches they have joined the “class 
meetings”—scrvices that, up to the commencement of 
the present movement, were peculiar to Methodism, 
and arose out of the necessity which was felt by John 
Wesley for keeping converts in the possession of their 
first hopes and desires. Other denominations, how- 
ever, conduct similar services now, though not under 
the same name. The revival movement is not only 
uniting the new converts together, and causing them all 
to love each other as being members of one family by 
a “new birth,” but it is also breaking down that preju- 
dice, and jealousy, and bigotry, which in many in- 
stances existed. The various Protestant denomina- 
tions have become even more assimilated towards each 
other in form of worship, &c., and peculiarities of secta 
have been almost wholly unknown. All have employed 
lay agency in aiding forward the movement. In 
churches and congregations, where psalms only had been 
sung for centuries past, hymns have been introduced, 
and several of these, too, hymns which, with other 
matters, caused a denomination of Methodists to be 
designated by the name of Ranters,“ the words being 
invariably arranged to songtunes. The new converts 
stand up before the congregations, and “ their 
experience.” They all profess to feelthat “ The Spirit 
beareth witness with their spirits that they are the chil- 
dren of God.” They show a great affection for each 
other, and a most anxious desire to bring others to 
ex what they profess to enjoy. In all these 
ts there is evidence of denominational differences 
to some extent done away with, and that all 
Protestants are tending towards a common centre in 
their services, religious ordinances, and manner of con- 
ducting them.— Belfast News Letter.

—if you are now ‘convinced, after long 
mature deliberation, prompted and stimulated by 
the vast and startling events that have recently oc- 
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given, Austria would be Tar. enough to keep within 


e advantage of 
guarantee, and would give Austria every possible annoy- 
ance, knowing that she could do so with inipunity. But 
the noble lord forgets one of the most important 
conditions of that guarantee, namely, that Sardinia 
should disarm (hear, hear). It was in order to ob- 
tain the only result by which the peace of Italy 
could be secured that we made the offer. The 
noble lord, 7 appears to me to have entirely 
misconceived the terms of that guarantee. But the 
noble lord addressed * to my hon. friend the 
member for Horsham.. My hori. friend following the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, made a which was 
very different in its character from that of the right 
hon. gentleman. The right hon. gentleman astounded 
us almost by an eloquence to which we are accustomed, 
but which burst forth to-night with unusual brilliancy. 
But unfortunately, or, perhaps, adroitly, he did not throw 
the coruscations of his genius upon the subject under 
discussion. Now, my hon. friend the member for Hor- 
sham addressed himself to that subject with precision 
and power (hear). He showed that he thoroughly under- 
stood, not only the subject of which he was treating, 
but the points upon which the house had a right to re- 
quire information from her Majesty’s Government; and 
asked a number of questions which the noble lord ap- 
pears to have found it convenient not to answer. But 
the noble lord entered, I admit, with great apparent 
frankness, into a variety of details with respect to that 
important despatch of the 7th of July, which, after the 
curt description given of the document on a former 
evening by the noble lord the First Minister, were both 
unexpected and interesting. The noble lord eatered into 
an ample explanation upon every point except the one 
with respect to which my hon. friend asked specially for 
information (hear, hear). The noble lord said that, 
instead of his having given the document without com- 
ment tothe Austrian Minister, considerable con verstion 
and some discussion had taken place between them 
upon the subject. But the noble lord did not tell us 
whether he received it from the French Ambassador with 
approbation, and whether it was in consequence of 
the report of the French Ambassador that the English 
Minister expressed his approval of it that that singu- 
lar misconception took place at Villafranca which has 
so marvellously affected the destinies of the world. 
The noble lord said nothing upon that part of the 
question; he gave no information upon the very point 
upon which he had been specially asked for information. 
We all want to know whether her Majesty's ministers 
generally approved of the project, and whether that ap- 
probation had at once been communicated to the Emperor 
of the French. That was the point upon which my hon. 
friend required information, but upon that point we 
have received none.. The noble lord stated what had 
passed between him and the representative of Austria, 
and certainly upon that part of the narrative he 
became quite garrulous ; but we still want 

to know what was the course which the 
noble lord pursued towards the French Ambas- 
sador. ‘The House has now before it one of the most im- 
portant questions it could possibly have to consider. It 
has to decide whether or not it is for the interest of this 
country that we should, under present circumstances, 
enter into a congress for the purpose of effecting a set- 
tlement of the affairs of Italy. Do not tell us that it is 
possible, or probable, the two Emperors may come to 
definite arrangement at Zurich in the sense of the pre- 
liminary articles of Villafranca,and that no congress would 
then be necessary. Do not tell us that these matters of 
detail may requireto be considered in a manner that may 
open new fields ot political speculation. We do not 
mean that her Majesty’s Government are not tos 
enter into a congress based on the preliminary article 

of Villafranca, but what we want to know is whether 
it is part of their policy to encourage the meeting of an 
European congress to take into consideration the affairs 
of Italy with a view to bring about the changes 
shadowed forth in the policy the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer has enunciated to-night. That is what the 
country is afraid of, The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
says you have no right to declaim against interference. 
The blue book is a memorial of interference, but that 
only proves that the right hon. gentleman does not ascribe 
any fixed and accurate idea to the words non-inter- 
ference. Non-interference does not mean that a great 
state, in a moment of distress and disquietude, should 
not giveits advice with a view to restore tranquillity. 
When the country objects to a policy of interference, it 
does not mean that the Sovereign shall abstain from 
giving advice, but from using her arms to settle the in- 
ternal dissensions of another country; and if her Ma- 
jesty’s Government say that attending the congress will 
be using the moral influence of the country, my answer 
is, that if you recommend certain counsels which would 


ensure tranquillity to Europe you are not interfering in an 


objectionable manner ; butif yougo into a congress on the 


basis of the preliminaries ot Vilafranca, you must go into a 


congress for action, or for nothing, for, if it is merely to 
give advice, you may 9s well do that by a despatch ; but 


‘if you are going into the congress with a purpose of 


enforcing it, then I say that you are adopting * policy 

less ex- 
penditure of blood and treasure (hear, hear). I was 
very much surprised to hear from the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer that a great party struggle was to be made 
to-night. Both the motion and the amendment 
were made without consulting those leaders who 
in cases of party struggles are generally consulted, and 
for my own part I was not aware of the motion till some 
time after notice was publicly given, not being in the 
House atthe time. I did consider there was an objec- 
tion to the form, and I listened. with pleasure to its 
vindication by the hon. member for Horsham, but I did 
not quite agree with him in one portion of his speech, 
for J must confess that I have always observed a ten- 
dency to faction in the noble lord at the head of the 
Government when in opposition, from which I trust 
we shall always be exempt (laughter). But 
this motion really touches the whole foreign policy 
of the country, and deserves a much more protracted de- 
bate than it has obtained to-night. [can easily imagine that 
the result might be very serious and damaging to the 
positicn of the Government, and the right hon. gentle- 
man spoke of it as one that might endanger the exist- 
ence ot the Government. I think, therefore, it is a mo- 
tion which ought not to be introduced on what is prac- 
tically the last night of the session, when the House, 
from its position and numbers, is not calculated to ar- 
rive at any conclusion, and which if they did must needs 
be a very precipitate one. The motion, however, 
was introduced some time ago, and might have 
been modified ; but it was postponed, and is now 
called on the last night of the session. I trust, 
therefore, the noble lord will not press the motion to

They had conversations with Messrs. Lewis & Howe, 
solicitors, and with the marshal of the prison under 
whom Mr. Crosbie was confined, and with 
irresponsible persons who were regardleés of what 
they said. A great deal of noise and fan was created 
about Mr. Crosbie, and the Kerry election, but he 
(counsel) would show clearly by the evidence that there 
was nothing insane in that proceeding, as Mr. Crosbie 
had a reason for what he did. He was supposed to be 
insane, because people did not understand his motives.

Couasel 
reverted at considerable length to the medical evidence, 
and quoted the following passage from Shelford, as 
to the caution with which medical evidence should 
be received in lunacy cases: Of all evidence in courts 
of justice that of professional men ought to be given 
with the greatest care, and received with the utmost 
caution. Plain facts are level to ordinary understand- 
ings, and very simple logic is sufficient to ascertain 
their relative connections and separate value; but 
opinions drawn from recondite branches of human 
kuowledge, and grounded on inquiries with which few 
comparatively are acquainted, must be regarded as of 
little weight, unless well strengthened by reasoning 
that admits of no misconstruction, and supported by 
authority that cannot be controverted.” After com- 
menting at some length on the evidence adduced by the 
other side to prove the insanity of Captain Crosbie, 
counsel concluded by calling on the jury not to be 
guided by the opinions of others, but to act solely on 
their own judgment and common sense. 

The following evidence was then gone into :— 

Mr. Nathaniel Hamilton sworn, examined by Mr. Harris, 
Q.C.—I am acquainted with Mr. Crosbie for nearly the 
last three months; I became acquanted with him in the 
Four Courts’ Marshalsea; I had an opportunity of seeing 
him every day; his state of mind during the time I knew 
him, and his general ideas appeared to be to me perfectly 
correct and sane; upon all matters of business he 
appeared to me to be perfectly sane, and capable of con- 
ducting his own affairs. i 

Cross-examined by Serjeant Fitzgibbon—lI conceive 
Mr. Crosbie imagined himself aggrieved by several 
parties outside the prison, ieved by the 
Messrs. Lewis & Howe ; he imagined himself 
aggrieved also by Mrs. Crosbie, when she made 
an affidavit against him, and also by the offi- 
cials of the Marshalsea, and he considered that he was 
not well treated by the officials generally, including all 
from the Prime Minister down to the hangman—(laugh - 
ter)—as he thought they were not doing what they ought 
todo ; it was my opinion that in some instances he was 
badly treated; I believe Ihave given you a candid an 
swer to the question; in some instances he was mistaken 
about officials doing him wrong, and in some instances 
he was not ; I believe Mr. Crosbie was perfectly rational 
in believing he was badly treated by some officials of the 
prison—that he was irrational in considering he was ill- 
treated by others ; he was rational in supposing he was 
badly treated by a warder named Armstrong ; he is an 
official ; that Armstrong spotted him in his capacity 
of bailiff ; I heard he believed he was ill-treated by the 
Sheriff of Kerry; I think Mr. Crosbie was mistaken in 
his belief as to the Sheriff; I think he did not act wrong; 
but I do not believe he was lunatic or irrational in en- 
tertaining that opinion; on two occasions I saw Mrs. 
Crosbie in the prison; I heard Captain Crosbie abuse 
Col. Herbert, the member for Kerry; I could not re- 
member one epithet he applied to Vol. Herbert; he said 
Col. Herbert used his influence to liberate some priso- 
ners ; I heard him express his intention of petitioning 
against the return of Col. Herbert to Parliament ; I 
did not know whether he had a true case against Col. 
Herbert or not; I read his election placard while in the 
Marshalsea, and considered ita most absurd uction ; 
I heard that he carried a rifle and bowie knife in Kerry ; 
he stated that at the time of his arrest he had arms, and 
could have shot the bailiffs, but Ido not think that the 
boast of a rational man, nor do I think it a safe thing to 
say ; at the time he told me of it I thought he was jok- 
ing; he did not tell me he had a bowie knife ; I did not 
hear him threaten to shoot Mr. Hickson, nor a man 
named Noonan in Kerry ; I heard that little handbill 
read in reference to the tailor ;-I think that the produc- 
tion of a man who chose to sit down and scribbie non- 
sense; getting that printed I do not consider,was the act 
of a sane man, but still I would not consider him insane 
for doing so.

Sleeping soundly 
is a very rare thing when a man is insane, as want 
of sleep is one of the tests of insanity; in incipient 
insanity sleep is always unsound; abstinence is not 
common with people insane; a slow pulse is frequently 
indicative of some cerebral congestion in elderly men; 
his pulse was about 51. 

To Commissioner Henn —If the person examined by 
a physician knows he is about to be examined, he :s 
generally more guarded. 

To Mr. Vereker—I heard of Dr. Corrigan’s opinion;
